Qualified Negro Suffrage The President's
Views Official Declaration of them.
From the National Republican, 19th.

President Johnson is in favor of grant-
ing suffrage to all colored men, wherever
the Constitution gives him the power to do
it, who can read and write, or who served
honorably in the Union army, or who own
property to the extent of $250 and upwards.

The only difference between the Dresi-
dent and Congress is, that the former be-
lieves that, under the Constitution, each
State has the right to settle the question of
suffrage for itself. Congress assumes the
right to impose it upon the States, Consti-
tution or no Constitution.
